Fear not, however, for the 
Califorma State University at Sac- 
ramento is in the midst of ex- 
ecuting its second master plan for 
construction since the university 
fell under the authority of the 
Board of Trustees. If on schedule, 
this plan should alleviate much of 
the school’s problems by this time 
next year 

Under the current master plan, 
which was initiated in 1971, the 
university is witnessing more 
construction now than at any one 
time in the school’s past 

Currently, consiruction is 
proceeding ona new health center, 
library and University Union 
Center. In addition, the cafeteria is 
being remodeled to meet the 
changing needs of the student 
body 

Construction has also started 
on a new perimeter road which will 
run along the southwest wide of the 
campus to aid those students driv- 
ing from one end of the campus to 
the other. Presently, students must

With the 
construction currently underway, 
the campus’ capacity to provide a 
place for students to go during 
class breaks will be 
25,000 FTE

These included: a survey of the 
campus boundaries to obtain an

up-dated physical outlay; an inves- 
tigation of land use commitments 
a study of the present buildings 
available. and a complete traffic 
survey which led to the planned 
changes of the school’s streets 

Execution of the master plan ts 
being financed by two primary 
state funding, in which 
projects are paid for by ap- 
propriauons from the State 
Legislature, and non-state funds 
such as those received from par- 
king and Student Union fees 

According to E.S. Hutchison, 
Jr., director of campus planning, 
most of the money from the state is 
used for buildings 
and other educational needs, while 
the non-state funds are used for 
such projects as the construction of 
parking lots, the University Union 
Center, student housing and the 
Health Center 

The total plan, which involves 
nearly 13 dollars in 
construction costs alone, is part of 
a continuing effort by campus 
planners to recognize tuture needs 
and prepare tor them

College Town Center Opens in Red 
Senate Expected to Authorize Funds

The College Town child care 
center opened as scheduled yester- 
day under the auspices of the 
CSUS Associated Students child 
care center. The center will operate 
out of a financial hole through 
Thursday when the Student Senate 
is expec.ed to approve a Board of 
Fiscal Matters recommendation to 
appropriate $13,000 for the cam- 
pus center. An additional $8,000 
will be requested from the Hornet 
Foundation

Editor. The Hornet: 

Let's talk about Affirmative Ac- 
tion again. No doubt my critical 
remarks will earn me the epithets of 
reactionary. fascist, racist and sex- 
ist. As always, those calling me 
these names will be wrong. Also. 
my words will not match the elo- 
quence of Victor Comerchero, who 
formulated in these columns what 
many of us feel to be the definitive 
truth about this pernicious fad 
nearly two years ago. Nevertheless, 
since the cancerous growth of in- 
justice remains, the battle must go 
on 

The truth of the matter about 
affirmative action is that it is just a 
uew vocabulary of motives to jus- 
tity injustice. It merely provides 
employers. bureaucrats, and those 
with goodies to hand out, with a 
convenient, new discriminatory 
tool, Meanwhile, the plight of the 
downtrodden is not helped a bit 
Let me explain 

Whereas, a few years ago, ap- 
plicants had to be rejected on the 
basis of genuine reasons, e.g. ugly 
legs, bad breath, or acne, today the 
hirer has the convenient rhetoric of 
affirmative action on which to fal 
back. Since the vast majority ot ap- 
pliants are white (males), the 


vocabulary can be used in, say, 80° 


of all cases. No need, anymore, to 
examine the applicant's credentials 
and qualifications, if you don’ like 
the guy just say, “Sorry, hiring you 
wouldn't be in the spirit of af- 
firmative action.” 

It would be funny, if it weren't 
so sad to hear the new rhetoric 
from the mouths of lily-white little 
conservatives who obviously never 
had a feel for true racial equality, 
yet now jump on the bandwagon, 
talking about things of which they 
know nothing 

At the same time, many of us 
who have really paid our dues to 
the struggle for justice and equality 
are now agonizing over the realities 
of this latest idiotic experiment in 
social engineering, seeing it, 
through eyes of sceptical wisdom 
based on experience, for what it is 
Hence the increasing un- 
predictability of things on our 
chaotic campus, as no doubt 
elsewhere where people's lives are 
intolerably tampered with. We 
have a black president said to be in- 
diff :rent to affirmative action, 
Jewish professors accused of 
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racism, old establishment Wasps 
supporting this bureaucratic 
authoritarianism which is passed 
off as revolution. We have, most 
clearly of all. the bureaucratic 
imperialism of personnel officers, 
hiring committees, ad hoc com- 
mittees. affirmative action com- 
mittees. all suddenly aware of the 
temporary power given them by 
current poiitical winds 

But let me get back to the 
rhetoric, and how it works. Since 
minority status ts so flexible, the 
vocabulary can be convenient! 
shifted to suit the employer's whim 
If the applicant is a black male. he 
can be rejected on the basis of sex 
if she is a white female, she may of 
course be turned down because of 
race. These possibilities are far 
from hypothetical; they can be 
documented time and again locally 
and nationally. A personnel officer 
recently opposed hiring a female 
tor a clerical position because he 
felt that there are too many women 
in such positions! And so on and 
so on, we are being bombarded 
with ad hoc arguments. insulting 
our intelligence and driving us 
mad 

Affirmative action may now be 
operationally detined as that hiring 
policy which discriminates against 
whites and males. It is therefore in 
breach of the Constitution of the 
United States, che 14 amendment 
and the Civil Rights Act of 1964, 
among other statutes. IF IS 
ILLEGAL. If we fee! that it was 
wrong for the “Waterbuggers” to 
break the law in detense of law and 
order, then it is equally wrong to 
break it in the name of some 
abstract demographic principle 

But how do we account for the 
total indifference to the un- 
constitutionality of affirmative ac- 
tion? Why have the reversed racial 
and sexual discrimination not been 
fought in the courts? The truth of 
the matter is that affirmative action 
has nothing to do with redressing 
an historical injustice. It is merely 
the autocratic imposition of a 
political device by bureaucrats 
upon the working population. By 
pitting blacks against whites, men 
against women, Jews against 
Chicanos, Wasps against Indians, 
the center divides and rules. The 
real choice positions are no more 
shared today than they were yester- 
day. At the real center of power in 
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"Affirmative Action 


our society in higher executive 
circles, at elite universities af- 
firmative action is unheard of, or 
merely paid lip service to. Just as 
with interracial bussing, it is the 
great American middle class (or 
should I say proletariat?) which is 
made into Washington's ex- 
penmental guinea pig (or should | 
say exculpatory sacniticial lamb”) 

It has been said before, and it 
must be said again, emphatically 
two wrongs do not make a right! 
CSUS, an improverished mass 
university, is in a state of chaos: the 
bureaucrats in personnel enforce 
rules they do not believe in, 
minorities are temporarily 
euphoric as they hussle some 
meager positions which hitherto 
eluded them, the higher ad- 
ministration is puzzled and 
growing 
resentment among the local silent 


disoriented, there is

And waat about professors” 
Junior faculty splits down along 
fairly predictable lines; the lines of 
race, sex, self-interest and to some 
extent ideology. The old tenured 
liberals are incredible, their heads 
as ever in the clouds (or should I 
say in the sand”), safely and smugly 
standing behind the lofty principles 
of affirmative action, blind to its 
realities. 

So let's face it. Affirmative ac- 
tion has in practice violated the 
civil nghts of thousands of in- 
dividuals; it has a strong anti- 
semetic undertone (the only 
constant in” history is anti- 
semitism}; it is illegal; it is a 
bureaucra c device for the in- 
creased manipulation of human 
beings, a device which flourishes, 
oddly, during a_ conservative 
period in our history; it is dis- 
criminatory and unjust. It is an 
inept revolutionary attempt which, 
as other revolutions, has 
immediately turned into the type of 
injustice and highhanded bureauc- 
ratic arbitrariness which it was 
meant to combat. It is doing much 
harm to many people, and no good 
to anyone

Aside from all the encouraging 
times that were recorded, CSUS 
also got it together with their 
teamwork by taking all four relays 
of the meet. 


With smashing results such as 
this, the team is in for a record year 
If you are interested in watching it 
happen, you are invited to attend 
any meet. On Oct. 4, CSUS will 
travel to San Jose to meet their 
team and CSU, San Francisco. The 
next home meet will take place on 
Oct. 20 when Santa Clara Univer- 
sity will journey to Sacramento to 
find out what it’s all about. 
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A real battle developed for the 
fourth spot between Sonoma’s 
Mendoza and our own Pete Flores. 
After battling stride for stride for 
the last 100 yards, Flores just 
barely leaned ahead at the finish 
line. Both men were clocked at the 
exact same time. 

Sonoma, running with what 
coach Bruce Drummond feels is a 
“far better team than they have 
had in the last four years,” was able 
to win this meet with a total of 25 
points, five lower than CSUS. Five 
men from each team scored points. 
Their runners were able to take the 
sixth and ninth places as well. 

“Sonoma’s improved cross 
country team should be a bigger 
factor in this year’s conference 
competition,” Coach Drummond 
said. “and our own team should be 
coming around better as the season 
progresses.” 

What does it take to win one of 
these races? Furey says a typical 
week for him comprises two or 
three of interval running, which is 
running distances varying from 
220’s to a mile and a half with rests 
in between. “This kind of training 
is supposed to bring the heart rate 
up to 180 beats a minute and down 
to i120 during the rest periods. On 
the other days of the week | run 
somewhere between i0 and 16 
miles,” Kevin said. “I ran a good 
four-mile race today, but spent the 
last mile looking back over my 
shoulder.”

‘‘Past Deception And Escalation”

A lecture was scheduled Thurs- 
day night in Freeborn Hall at UC 
Davis. Daniel Elisberg was 
scheduled to speak before a crowd 
of people who seemed more suited 
to the likes of Led Zeppelin or the 
Doobie Brothers 

Nervous whispers of an- 
ticipation were coming from the 
radical hip, looking for a new cult 
hero. A few shrewd intellectuals 
peered cautiously around 

Down the aisle on my 
trotted two | 5-year-olds, one spor- 
ting a Smokey the Bear patch on 
her back pocket. Their halter tops 
hung their narrow 
shoulders and both girls seemed to 
slouch in step with one another 

They certainly fit well into the 
setting. although they were 
perhaps expecting (as was 
evervone else) Eilsberg to come on 
stage 
charisma 

A student trom the UC speakers 
series committee came to the front 
of the stage and announced the lec- 
tures to follow.

He spoke quietly and at times 
had to pause between the rounds of 
applause. “I really didn’t expect to 
be back on campus this soon.” He 
complimented UC Davis for being 
one of the few campuses which has 
felt small guilt and a lot of in- 
dignation about the current affairs 
in Washington 

For those who don’t remember, 
in 1971 Dantel Ellsbert turned over 
secret government documents to 
the New York Times. These 
documents contained a 25-year his- 
tory of the Vietnam conflict and 
told of past governmental decep- 
tion 

Elisberg was arrested on 15 


counts of burglary and was 
brought to tmal. This case 
presented a_ conflict between 


“national security” and the public's 
nght to know. The case was even- 
tually thrown mere and 
more contradictions appeared in 
the prosecution’s arguments. And 
with the outbreak of Watergate 
the indicters becoming in- 
dicted 

After the tnal Elisberg told the 
press he never wanted to hear the 
name Nixon again. During the 
Freeborn lecture, however, he told 
of his obsession with Nixon, and 
how TV and newspapers have kept 
him close to the president 

He spoke of the New York 
Times, and how “each day a new

The major motive tor the 
Watergate coverup, as Ellsberg 
stated, was to “cover up the 
burglary of his former psychiat- 
nst’s office.” He said that Hunt and 
Liddy hoped to find evidence of 
Oedipal complexes and castration 
fears in these files 

Often during the lecture 
Ellsberg deviated from the subject 
and was difficult to follow. The two 
teeny-boppers figeted in their seats 
trving to think of something to do. 
The intellectuals sat contentedly 
with their legs crossed nodding in 
appreciation. The fellow next to 
me was elbowing his partner. as- 
king if he could see the “foxy chick” 
two isles down 

The most interesting part of the 
lecture was Elisberg’s justification 
of the copying and turning over of 
the Vietnam documents to the 
press. What he had in his posses- 
sion was a history of “past decep- 
tion and escalation.” He said he 
believed that if the American 
public had the evidence of past his- 
tory. they could change history 

Ellsberg closed with a hint ot 
optimism, declaring his faith in the 
people, encouraging everyone to 
act on their common sense, rather 
than blindly following the crowd 

Questions foliowed the lecture, 
and although Ellsberg’s answers 
were smothered by the stampede of 
those leaving the auditorium, he 
remained a half hour longer to 
answer as many questions as he 
could

The foliowing regulations 
govern bicycle control and traffic 
on the California State University. 
Sacramento campus: 


!. Bicycles will not be per- 
mitted to park anywhere on cam- 
pus except in bicycie racks 


provided for that purpose. 


2. No bicycles will be per- 
mitted in any building on campus, 
except for an interim period in the 
residence halls, where a special 
problem exists 

3. City of Sacramento and 
Motor Vehicle Code rules and
